REMARKS 

The following remarks are made in response to the Office Action mailed June 1, 
2007. Claims 1-6 and 9-36 have been allowed. Claim 37 was rejected. Claims 1-6 and 9-37 
remain pending in the application and are presented for reconsideration and allowance. 

Double Patenting 

The Examiner rejected claim 37 on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claim 14 of Barr et al., U.S. Patent No. 
7,141,742. 

Applicants have filed a terminal disclaimer with this Response. Accordingly, 
Applicants submit that the above rejection of claim 37 should be withdrawn. Allowance of 
claim 37 is respectfully requested. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The Examiner has allowed claims 1-6 and 9-36. 

Applicants agree with the Examiner's conclusions regarding patentability without 
necessarily agreeing with or acquiescing in the Examiner's reasoning. In particular, 
Applicants believe that the claims are allowable because prior art fails to teach, anticipate, or 
render obvious the invention as claimed, independent of how the invention is paraphrased. 
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CONCLUSION 

In view of the above, Applicants respectfully submit that pending claims 1-6 and 9-37 
are in form for allowance and are not taught or suggested by the cited references. Therefore, 
reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejections and allowance of claims 1-6 and 9-37 is 
respectfully requested.
